These are some of the reflections in which the
Demoerats here Indalge, in commenting upon
Governor Orr's proposed chauge ol policy.

Several points seem tobe established by thiz
statement, made on Lehalt of the Democrats
of the North:—

1. If the “late Confederate sontiment™ of the |
Houth has auy friends at all in the North at
presant, they are to be found in “the Dewmo-
oratic organization' as it still exists.

2, If the Democrats did not stop the war
before the South was subdued, and leave them
in possession of what they claimed as their
rights and for which they plunged into rebel-
lion, “fit was not for the want of striving,'" but
becnuse they were overborne by the sentimont
of the Northern people,

J. The Democratic party would have *fre-
deemed its promise to stand by the South and |
prevent coercion in 15617"—if “at the critival
moment it had not been deserteld by many of
its prominent men."

4. The “eponsistent Democrats,' who were
for throwing the **party into the breach™ and
going to the aid of the Southern Rebwellion as
they had promised to do, were thrown intoa
minority and were thus dizubled from keep-
ing their promise: but they ought now to be
rovognized and rewarded by the Sonth for
having done everything they could, nnder the
clreumstances, to aid the Rebellion: they,
and the party organization which they lead,
oughit nat to be now abandoned by the South-
ern States.

We commuend thege admigsions to the atten-
tion of the World., And we venture to suggest
that the lepders of Southern opinion are not
likely, in their political action, to be guided or
governed by gratitude for past promises, so
much a8 by an intelligent e¢stimate of Mmtnre
advantages. They are not in a condition to
Dbase¢ their public action upon sentiment.
It may be quite true, ns undonbtedly it is,
that the Democratic leaders did not keep their

Territorinl Growth of the United States.
From the Herold,

The territorial growth of the United States
has beem no less surprising than their growth
in population, Beginning at tha peaoce of 1753
with only 820,680 square miles, they added
480,679 by the puorchase of Loulsiana, 46,900
ll:.' Lhe :llllilli--itil‘ll. ot 1“*{!!'1‘!1&, 18,000 lr_'p' the
annexation of Texas, 308,052 by the Oregon
treaty, aad 500,460 by the Mexican treaties.
The Commissioner of the General Land Office
in 1800 estimated the land area of the Btates and
Tarritories ot L0400 507 square miles, or, in-
eluding the ndian Territory, 3,010,277 #ijuare
miles, 'l area of the Russian imm.--.ﬂiuu_i in
Ameriea i comptted at 451,270 square miles,
The annexation of Russian Amerioa will swell
the grand total of sguore miles embraged
within the United States to 3,400,508, In a
little more than eighty vears the original dinwen-
sions of the republic will have thus expanded
to an almost fourfold degree. No nation has
over enlarged its boundaries more rapidly to
“0 great an estent or made at loss EXpense
more valoable acguisitions, Each of these
gnoeessive acquisitions hag enconotered oppo-
sition and hng been attended with inconve-
nienced, but the latter have all Lisen counter-
balanced by precions compensations. This
will doubtless prove to be the case with our
last aceession of territory, and our Fourth of
.]II1'\’ orators can boast with better reason than
ever thal ours i sursly o “‘great country.”

own tremendons weight, |

Our position is, that the State rielits dog-
tring 18 not an arbitrary dictum  of our fore-
fathers, but that its foundations lie in the fm
mutable natore of things. The Constitution
ig valuable ouly becpuse it conforms to the
wise ordination of nature, We must didmize
the ghallow notion that the truth of the State
rights doctrine is 0 wmere question of inter

preting an old dormment which might just as |
well Liave been made different as maile what |

it is, and which we are just as competent to
alter as our ancestors were to frame., That
the State rights dootrine is found in the Con-
stitution may have been owing to accident, to
caprice, to wilfulness, to a temporary political
expediency, to the spirit of the age in which
the Constitution was formed. On any of these
suppositions, it woulld deserve no reverence,
Hutif it existe in the Constitution becanze it
first existed in the nnture of things; if, from
the vury geniug of free institations, it is im-
possilile that they should expand over a large

area  except in conjunciion with local self-
government, then it will be found as im

practicable to argue down and dizeard the
principle of State rights, as it would ba to
argue down and suppress the ebb and low of
the tides.

It i5 among the fandamental maxine of free
government, that the laws shall b made hy
opg body of men and admivistered by
another; in other words, that tlie legislative
and judicial functions shall be exercised by
different departments, In au gbsolute mon-
archy, where the chief executive bhoth makes
the laws and administers them, the laws may
be perpetnally sltered to suit the occasion,
and legal controversies can at any time be cut
ghort by the arbitrary will of the soversign.
But it is of the very esgence of o free govern-
mwent that there should be 8 separate and in-

dependent  judiclary, with a  jurisdig
tion co-extensive with the law-waking
power. Legal rights oin be  main
tained only in the courts, and as the

laws proceeding from one authority should
have one consigtent interpretation, there must
of necessity be one Supreme Court of Appeals
to enforce unifonaity upon the inferior tribuo-
nals, If, therefore, a free Government, x-
tending over a vast area with infinitely diver-
gifled interests, does not restrict ite furis-
diction to a very fow neuessiry objects, there
is no possibility of an adegnate judiclary

gystem for the adminlstration of ity laws.
Even in the single State of New York,
the growth of business has outrun the

sufficiency of our highest Court. Thers is
a praotical denial of justice by the inability
of our Court of Appeals to keep within
saveral years of the olose of its calendar.
Now imagine that not only all this mass
of buginess, bot that of all the Stites
and of two-thirds of the North American
continent, were transferred to the Hulu-:ruu-
Court of the United States, in addition to
the ]lm{:vrly Federal oases which come before
that tribunal. This is what must necessarily
take place if Congress continnes to draw the

local concerns of the States within the vortex
of its law-makin }wwer. The Government
would then im-\'ftn ly break down by the
want of a judiciary adequate to administer the
laws. It would be easy enough, to be sure,
to organize a sufficiency of inferior courts; but
as throughout a vast empire they would ad-
minister the same laws, the appeals wonld be
multitudinous, and overwholming, and the
court of last resort would be buried ‘‘deeper
than plummet sver soundsd” beneath the in-
coming floods of its ever-accumulating busi-
ness, From the very nature of the thing,

there can be but oue fual court of appeals.
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If there wore several, their deoisions, like
thosa of the inforvier tribunals, would oon-
atantly elash, and there wotilld be no wmiform
interpretation of the laws,

It is olear, therafors, that in view of the
expansion of our systeni gver Inrgor and
Inrgar areas, Wwe must elther restrict the
ederal Government to the fowest possible
functions, or else exchange our free inatitu
tions for a colosaal tll‘-‘llm“-hm' But even s
despotism would be inoapable of governing so
Iarge n country from one centrs of authority.
Our population is oo active, its interssts s
too varions, for any one Government to SUper-
intend its conodrng, oven at present; muok
leas in the futnte stages of onr prodigions
growth. Our foreign aflairs, the mutual rela.
tions of the States among themsolves, and
commeres, comprebend all that should Le
brought within the stope of the contral autho.
rity; and with our national progreas these will
ba found to be all that it can properly attend
to. The sheer impossibility of rl.-lmifnihu-ring
loonl affairs will either canse them 1o be aban-
doned to the State Governinents, of else » vain
and abortive attempt to build up a monarchy
will lead to a general disr uption, -

Even the present injurious atfempt to govern
the Bouthern Stutes from Waslington spe-
veeds only by using the Blate maockinery
vreated by the people. But as that machinery
no longer derives its authority from the peo-
ple, but from VFederal sufferance, it will soon
loge all ils vitality, if the new system is con-
tinued: as atree torn up by the roots soon
becomes dry and sapless unless it be again
planted in its uative soil. 'When von have
extinguished the political life by which the
State Govermments ara created and sustained,
the Governments themselves cannot long vou-
tinue, The aflairs which they administer
wonld more and more becomo subject to the
legislation of Congress, and the Fadoral Goy
ernment, like a top-heavy tower raised to an
enormous height, would ere long be unable to
sustain its own waeight.
